BY AN OLD PIONEER. 


Many well-meaning persons are friphten- 
ed atthe name atthe head ofthis article, 
without knowing the origin, history, code, 
or application of Lynch Law. It is a better 
(erm, and haga more orderly and civilizing 
aspect than ‘‘Squatter Sovereignty.” 

Who established the code of Lynch Law? 
Its origin and name is identified with Lynch- 
burg, in Campbell county, Virginia. 

The father of John Lynch, Charlee Lynch, 
and all the other Lyaches of that family, was | 
an emigrant from the North of Ireland, long | 
before the Revolutionary War, He took | 
up atract of land on James river, within 
view of the celebrated Peaks of Oite* ahd) 
the mountainous scenery. His residence | 
wastwo miles below, called Chestnut Hill, 
which subsequently became the seat of Hon 
Edmund Winston 

After his decease, the tract of land, now 
the site of Lynchburg, Uecarie the property 
of his son, John Lyach, who established the} 
ferry over James river. The town waa laid) 
off by an act of the Legislature, whith provi- 
ded, that 
‘Forty-five acres of land, thé property of 
John Lynch,and lying contigudlus to Lynch's 
Ferry, are hereby invested if John Clark, 
Adam Clement, Charles Lynch, John Calla-| 
way, Achilles Douglas; William Martin, | 
Jesse Burton, Joseph: Stratton, Micajah 
Morman, and Charles Brooks, Genttemen, | 
Trustees, to be by them, or any stx of them, 
laid off into lota of half an acre ‘each, with | 
convenient strétte, and establis’aed a town) 
by name of Livnchiburg,”” | 

John Lynth, the founder of this town, 

and by whose exertions tha charter was} 
granted. was amember ofthe ‘Society of | 
Friends,” and, of course, a very peaceable | 
and.orderly man. It was his brother Char-| 
les Lynch, and one of tle trustees and pro-| 
priétors of Lynchburg, who originated and| 
enicled practically, tlae celebrated cade cal-| 
led “Lynch Law.”—Col.'Charles Lynch 
was an officer ia the. army of the American 
Revolutions. His residence was on Staun- | 
ton river, a branch of ‘‘Old Roanoke, that 
ran thro’ my plantation,” as John Randolph 
was in the \uabit of speechifying. His son, 
Charles Pienry Lynch, Esq., resided there 
in 1844. 
Duririg the Revolutionary War, the 
country on Jamesriver and the Roanoke, 
about the Blue Ridge and mountain ranges, 
was harassed by a lawless band of Tories 
and desperadoes, and their depredations ex-| 
tended attended attimés into the region} 
about Lynchburg. ‘Thé case required a spe- 
cis of operation adapted to cure the evil. 
Col. Charles Lynch was a resolute, deter- 
mined man, of elevated patriotic principles, 
and a staunch Whig, as were all the Lynch | 
family, He organized and took the lead of 
a strong party of determined patriots, men 
of moral character and commanding in- 
fluence, and scoured the country fight and 
day; they took many of the desperadoes,gave 
them a summary trial, ‘at Which Col. Lynch 
sat as judge,) empanneled a jury, and on 
conviction execated the culprits in a prompt 
manner. The villians were permitted to de- 
fend. themselves and show mitigating cir- 
cumstances, when the ‘‘striped jacket’ 
would be put on them, and time given them 
to ‘‘clear out.’” 

This prompt mode of retributive justice 
soon filled the Tories and outlams with ter- 
ror, andthe name of Judge Lynch gave 
alarm to the boldest hearts, Some who 
were let off with the ‘‘striped jacket,”? were 
ordered on peril of their lives to inform and 
wart! their associates of the inexorable char-

Col, Lynch, whose name kas become i-| 
dentified with the claims of ‘squatter sove-| 
reignty,”’ was a prominent officer in the Re-| 
volutionary war, He raised a regiment of 
riflemen, after he had officiated as Judge, 
in relieving the country from tories, {hieves 
and murderers, and was in the batile at} 
Guilford Court House. where he behaved | 
with great gallantry. He died soon after 
the wa. Charles Lynch, Esq., afterwards 
Governor of Lotisiana, was his son. 

Lynch Law, in all fairness and justice, 
should never be identified willi. ‘*mobs,”’ 
‘riots,’ and personal affrays with bowie| 
knives, pistols and dirks. It was applied | 
exclusively in cases beyond thé jurisdiction 
of organizéd government, and thie operation 
of éither the common or siatute laws; or in 
those instances that happen if mew coun- 
tries, wherethe conviction of rogues and 
desperadoes iy not possible, where courts 
and laws exist in form but not ia fact. Our) 
old citizens in this and otlier Statutes of his 
Valley, recoilect the time when in certain; 
districts, horse-thieves, counterfeiters and 
other rogues, held courts and justice in
